Never before itn the history of the 
Atlanta Spirit has any proposition 
which means so much to the city as 
an attraction and an advertisement 
met with such widespread favor and 
guch ready responses. 

The fact that over half of the desired 
amount has been underwritten in less 
than eight hours after the committees 
named by the Atlanta Music Festi- 
va; Association began to canvass for 
underwriters, has set a new mark for 
this city, and the south. I¢t ts confi- 
dently believed that the entire fund 
will be secured during the day. 

Atianta Hotel Men to Give. 

Only half of the canvassing commit- 
tee has made a2 report of their sub- 
scripttons. Some were unable to be lo- 
cated, and others stated they would 
make their canvass and report today. 

All untted in the belief that the en- 
tire fund would be secured during the 
day, and the financial end of this gi- 
gantic undertaking closec by Thurs- 
day, at the latest. 

“The Atlanta Hotel Men's Associa- 
tion will give us an answer Wednes- 
day,” said President Peel, “and we are 
expecting that they will do as much 
or more for the Grand Opera as for 
the Music Festival, and that. their 
guarantee will be for $5,000 or more. 
We are meeting with the heartiest re- 
sponses on all sides.” 

Victor L. Smith, secretary of the as- 
sociation, who made a most active can- 
vass, Tuesday said: “It was the easiest 
work I ever did.

Indianapolis, Ind., October 12.— 
Judge A. B. Anderson, of the United 
States court of this district, today dis- 
missed the proceedings against Dela- 
van Smith and Charles R. Williams, 
proprietors of The Indianapolis News, 
who were resisting removal to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia for trial under a 
grand jury indictment eharging them 


in publishing articles alleging that 
there was a corrupt profit of $28,000,000 
in the sale of the Panama canal to the 
United States. 


our institutions to little purpose,” 
said Judge Anderson, in concluding his 
decision, ‘“‘who does not view with ap- 
prehension the success of such @ pro- 
ceeding ag this to the end that citizens 
could be dragged from their homes to 
the District of Columbia, the seat of 
government, for trial under the cir- 
cumstances of this case. The defend- 
ants are discharged.’’ 
Judge Anderson's Decision. 

At the close today of argument in 
the hearing of Messrs. Smith and Wil- 
liams, Jufige Anderson said that he was 
too busy with other matters to write a 
long opinion tn the case, although it 
clearly was one of great pubiic inter- 
est and importance, and involved sev- 
era} complex questions of procedure in 
the United States courts. He would 
proceed, he said, to sum up at once his 
view of the evidence and the argument. 

‘T am of the opinion,” saia Judge 
Anderson, “that the fact that cer- 
tain persons Were called ‘thieves’ and 
‘swindlers’ does not constitute libel 
per se. A newspaper hag a certain 
duty to perform. As a former presi- 
dent has said, ‘it Is the duty of a 
newspaper to print the truth about 
it.. It is the duty of @ newspaper to 
draw inferences for the people. 

“Now, there were many .  pecullar 
circumstances about the whole Pana- 
ma cana! business. I. don’t wish to 
be understood as reflecting upon any- 
body in or out of office, except such 
person or persons as [| may. name. 
The revolution in Panama, the cir- 
cumstances concerning it, were un- 
usual and pecullar. 

Of Great Public Concern. 

“The people were interested in the 
construction of the canal. It Wag a 
matter of great public concern; a 
large portion of the people favored 
the Nicaragua route; another portion, 
those who were interested in it, offi- 
clally, and personally—just interest- 
ed—preferred the Panama route. A 
committee was appointed to inveerti- 
gate the relative merits of the two 
routes. They investigated and report-: 
ed in favor of the Nicaragua. 

“Shortly afterwards they changed to 
Panama. Up to the time of that 
change, as I gather from the evidence, 
the lowest offer which had been gug- 
gested as the one at which the Panama 
property—the property of the Panama 
Canal Company—could be procured, 
was something over one hundred mi]l- 
lions. Then rather suddenly it became 
known that {it could be procured for 
$40,000,000. 

“Now there were a number of peo- 
ple who thought there was something 
wrong—something not just exactly 
right about that transaction, and I say 
for myself that now I feel a natural 
curlosity to know what the real! truth 
was. x 

“The real truth was, thereupon the 
committee of the United States senate 
was appointed to investigate these 
matters——about the only way it could 
be investigated. The committee met, 
as stated in these articles, these men 
‘who knew al] about it.’

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INTRODUCTION BY PEARY. 


Some of my reasons for saying that 
Dr. Cook did not go to the North Pole 
will be understood by those who read 
the following statements of the two 
Eskimo boys who went with him, and 
who told me and others of my party 
where he did go. Several Eskimos who 
started with Dr. Cook from Anoratok 
in February, 1908, were at Etah when 
I arrived there in August, 1908. They 
told me that Dr. Cook had with him, 
left, two Eskimo boys or 
two sledges and’ some 
twenty dogs. The boys.were 1-took- 
a-shoo and Ah-pe-lah. I had known 
them from their childhood. One was

nineteen years Of age. 

On my return from Cape Sheridan, 
and at the very first settlement 
touched (Nerke, near Cape Chalon) 
in August, 1909, and” nine days before 
reaching Etah, the Eskimos told me, 
in a general way, where Dr. Cook had 
been; that he had wintered in Jones 
Sound and that he had told the white 
men at Eft&h that he had been‘a long 
way north, but that the boys whe 
were with him, I-took-a-shoo and 
pe-lah, said that this was not so. The 
Eskimos laughed at Dr. Cook’s story. 
On reaching Etah I talked with the 
Eskimos there and with the two boys 
and asked them to describe Dr. Cook’s

Washington, October 12.—Organized 
labor, representing many parts of this 
ecuntry, Canada and even Cuba, paid 
a notable tribute tonight in this city to 
the home-coming from Europe of Sam- 
uel Gompers, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, who arrived 
here early this evening from New York. 
The celebration in honor of his return 
after an absence of several months, 
was probably the most enthusiastic 
demonstration ever accorded an Amer- 
ican labor leader. 

The occasion was featured by a mon- 
ster parade, followed later by a mass 
meeting at Convention hall. Estimates 
of enthusiasts as to the number of 
men and women who participated in 
the parade ran as high as 20,000. 

After the parade came the mass 
meeting in Convention hall. On the 
in addition to Mr. Gompers 
and delegates from labor organizations 
frum all parts of the country and oth- 
ers, were John Mitchell, former pres- 
dent of the United Mine Workers, and 
Senator Owen, of Oklahoma. 

An incident in connection with the 
parade, which occasioned considerable 
discussion and comment, was the action 
of President Gompers in refusing to 
allow a company of the National Guard 
of the District of Columbia to partici- 
pate. 

After being recelved with great ac- 
claim by thousands of members of 
organized labor in Convention hall, 
upon the conclusion of the welcoming 
Mr. Gompers, in no un- 
certain words, hurled defiance at any 
power that would attempt to curtail 
his right to free speech or the freedom 
of the press. 

Referring to the jail sentence rest- 
ing against him on a charge of con- 
tempt of court, Mr. Gompers said that 
Justice Wright had decided the case 
of the Buick Stove and Range Company 
against him because he was prejudiced 
against men that work. 

Referring directly to the power of 
injunction, Mr. Gompers denied the 
right of any court to enjoin him in ad- 
vance from expressing his views, al- 
though after he had spoken, he realized

“The Eskimos were instructed not to 
tell Mr. Peary, or any of his party, of 
our trip over the Polar sea. They were 
told to say that we had been far north. 
They have kept their words 

“Mr. Whitney has said that during 
the cross-examination conducted by 
Commander Peary and others of his ex- 
pedition, the Eskimos did not under- 
stand the questions put to them or the 
map which was laid before them. Their 
replies to. the questions put have been 
twisted to sult a perverted interest. 

Cook Will Bring Eskimos. 

“I will not enter into any argument 
about the matter, but I will bring the 
Eskimos to New York at my own ex- 
pense, and they will prove, as did Mr. 
Whitney. all that I have claimed.” 

Dr. Cook would not consent to go over 
the details contained in Mr. Peary'’s 
statement. any further than this. 

“The Eskimos.” he said, “are only 
too willing to say something that they 
think will please their questioners.” 

The explorer was not at all per- 
turbed by the accusations. A confident 
smile flickered over his bronzed face 
when thev were shown to him. 3 

“Tl fully expected to see something 
of the kind.” he said. “The document 
looks formidable over so many signa- 
tures, and will probably appear so to 
the public.

KING 1S ASKED 
TO SAVE FERRER 


But It Is Said Alfonso 
Refuses Clemency. 


Madrid, October 12.—The cabinet has 
completed its examination of the pa- 
pers in the case of Francisco Ferrer, 
the revolutionary leader who has been 
condemned to death at Barcelona, but 
its decision has not yet been made pub- 
lic. It is understood, however, that 
the death sentence has been confirmed 
and that the government had refused 
all clemency. 

Appeal by Daughter. 

Paris, October 12.—The daughter of 
Professor Francisco Ferrer today sent 
a touching message by telegraph to 
King Alfonso appealing to the mon- 
arch’s generosity and chivalry to save 
the life of her father. Ferrer has been 
convicted of instigating a revolutionary 
movement at Barcelona, Spain, and 
unless his sentence is countermanded 
in the meantime he will be shot to- 
morrow. 

At a meeting today the French Bar 
Association adopted resolutions con- 
demning the trial of Professor Ferrer 
at Barcelona, under sentence to be 
shot, as a travesty on justice and pro- 
testing against the arrest of his coun- 
sel, Galceran. 

Rome Workmen Protest. 

Rome, October 12.—The workmen 
throughout the city abandoned their 
employment today and 20,000 gathered 
in a Meeting to protest against the 
condemnation of Professor Ferrer, the 
alleged revolutionist, at Barcelona, to 
be shot. Violent speeches were made 
by radical socialists and anarchists, 
who directed their remarks against 
both the reactionists In Spain and the 
Jesuits who were charged with hav- 
ing inspired the prosecution. Notice- 
able among the speakers was Prince 
Caetani, a deputy. 

The whole garrison of Rome is being 
held in readiness to put down any 
disorders that may develop, and the 
Spanish embassy is strongly guarded.”

Because the alleged negligence on 
the part of the Pullman Car Company 
forced her to dine at one of the south’s 
best hotels In company with a hand- 
some Pullman conductor, Miss Con- 
yers Pritchett, a trained nurse, of this 
city, not only sued the car company, 
but was yesterday awarded damages 
in the sum of $200.

conductor was solicitous in the extreme 
and suggested that Miss Pritchett make 
the trip through to Savannah and re- 
turn on the next train. 

At this point Miss Pritchett’s em- 
barrassment began to make itself felt. 
She did not have with her sufficient 
money to pay for the return passage 
from Savannah and her accommoda- 
tions while in the city. Her embar- 
rassment increased as she frankly ¢old 
the conductor of her predicament. 
Later, after considerable pressure on 
the part of the conductor, she agreed 
that he should lend her funds svuffi- 
cient for her needs. 

On returning to Americus the fol- 
lowing day, however, Miss Pritchett 
found that another nurse had been 
employed in her place, and she was 
forced to return to Atlanta without 
the $60 she had expected to receive 
for her services. 

In her petition for damages Miss 
Pritchett set out that she should be 
repaid her railroad fare, the $60 which 
she would have earned and something 
for her embarrassment. As her rail- 
road fare was in the neighborhood of 
$15, the jury decided that she had been 
embarrassed $125 worth.

| WOULD MARK THE ROADS 


UPON COUNTY LINES 


Editor Constitution: I am making a 
suggestion which may appear trifling 
to some, but which, nevertheless, seems 
to me a good one. 

It would be a splendid idea, it seems 
to me, to erect sign boards upon the 
roads where they cross the county 
lines, on the various routes for the 
automobile endurance contests, bear- 
ing the name of the route and the 
name of each county. 

For instance, on the old Capital 
route, let there be sign boards at each 
county line crossing bearing that 
name of the route, and beneath and 
on each side of it, the names of the 
two counties. There might be two of 
these sign boards erected, one on each 
side of the road, so that at the Chat- 
ham-Effingham county linethe tourist 
traveling north would read upon his 
right, “Chatham and Effingham ccunty 
line.” and the tourist traveling south, 
“Effingham and Chatham county line.” 

This would be notice. to all travel- 
ers of their passing into a new juris- 
diction. It would result in giving 
proper credit to each county for the 
full extent of its road, whether good 
or bad; it would make every tub stand 
on its own bottom and prove an in- 
centive to adjacent counties to do their 
best In road improvement. 

It would be well for the various 
county autnorities to take this matter 
up for the nominal cost would be 
insignificant in comparison with the 
good to come from it. It would be 
of value to the counties in more ways 
than one for them.to have their county 
lines marked at the road crossings. 

I am heartily in sympathy with the 
good roads movement and believe it 
should be pressed all along the line, 
particularly where there is the great- 
est indifference or resistance.

having certain questions put to him, 
stood on his privilege as an attorney 
and refused to answer. That was the 
state of the case, as shown by the evi- 
dence, when we adjourned last June. 

“At this session of court certain 
parts of the records showing the 
proposition before the senate kave been 
introduced by the government and the 
impression made upon my mind from 
such parts as the government saw fit 
to introduce not more favorable to 
Mr. Cromwell's position than it was 
upon the former hearing. So far as 
the record has been read, Mr. Cromwell 
stood upon his privilege whenever 
questions were asked, the answer to 
which would or might reflect upon 
him or his associates; but whenever 
Aa question was asked him 
which gave him an oppotrunity 
to say something in their behalf, he 
ostentatiously. thanked the examiner 
and proceeded to answer.

“Now, if that is the situation, the 
question is, did these defendants, un- 
der the circumstances, act honestly in 
the discharge of this duty which I have 
spoken of, which the law recognizes, 
and were they actuated by a desire to 
injure the persons who are affected by 
their act? If it were necessary to de- 
cide this case on the question of priv- 
llege or lack of malice, I would hesi- 
tate quite a while before I would con- 
clude it was my duty to send these 
people to Washington for trial. But 
that is not it. This indictment charges 
the defendants with commission of a 
crime in the District of Columbia. Now, 
the constitution of the United States 
in one of the amendments provides 


that the accused shall be tried in the 
state or district where the offense is 
committed. ° » 

As to the Defendants. 

“The Indianapolis News is owned 
by these defendants, conducted and 
published by them, printed by them in 
the city of Indianapolis, state of Indi- 
ana. At the time covered bv this 
indictment it had a daily circulation 
of about 90,000 copies. All but about 
2.000 were circulated and disposed of 
in the state of Indiana; some four or 
five hundred more in one or two 
of the adjoining states, and to the 
District of Columbia there were sent 
by mail about fifty copies to sub- 
scribers, persons who ordered them 
sent. The defendants have no agent 
|}or bureau or office, and maintain no 
agent’ or bureau or office in the city 
of Washington in the District of Co- 
lumbia for the eireulation of papers 


within that district. 

“So the question is, do the defend- 
ants, when they prepare and publish 
fifty copies in, the city of Indianapolis 
-and deposit them in the United States 
; mail in this building to be transmitted 
by mail to fifty subscribers in Wash- 
ington—do they publish those fifty 
copies in Washington? If they do, if 
they did, the court has jurisdiction of 
the offense. I will not go so far as to 
say that it has of the defendants. But 
if they did not, then the court has 
neither jurisdiction of the offense or 
the defendants. 


But One Conclusion. 

“To my mind there is but one con- 
clusion to be drawn. Everything that 
the evidence shows that defendants do 
or did, they do and did in the state 


of Indiana, city of Indianapolis, coun- 
ty of Marion. I am not here to say 
| that if these defendants had an agent 
in’ Washington to whom they sent for 
ose aie copies of this paper that 
they might not be amenable to prose- 
cution in Washington, if they could be 
arrested in Washington. 

“T have thought about this thing a 
gE00d deal, and it seems to me that I am 
compelled to take one of two views, 
and thege is nothing between them. 
Either when a newspaper owner or 
proprietor does what the evidence in 


‘composed, printed and deposited in the 
mails for circulation.” these papers 
containing them for the purposes of 
this statement, libelous articles, wither 
they are guilty here and in every coun- 
ty. district or jurisdiction into which 
these papers go, or they are only guilty 
here. There is no middle ground to 
take. When these defendants put those 
papers contaiping those (I will here- 
after call them) Ifbelous articles into 
the postoffice here in dndianapolis, and 
they went through the mails through- 
out the country into the various states, 
fcounties and districts of the United 
States, either it became a crime—a sep- 
arate and independent crime—in every

a formal statement, announced that Mr. 
Crane’s resignation had been invited, 
and the minister-designate replied in 
an equally formal statement that while 
his resignation already had been ten- 
dered the president, he felt himself 
very unjustly treated. 

Moreover, Mr. Crane, ‘in his state- 
ment, reflected very severely upon the 
officials of the state department, charg-

“The difficulty has also been in- 
creased by the absence of specific in- 
structions from the state department 
and of anv adequate discussion with its 
officials as to the policy of this gov- 
ernment.

Meanwhile, there is little danger that his popularity or the public faith 
in him will suffer pending an arbitrament. He has shown himself/reticent 


and moderate under fire, modest in demeanor, generous and considerate ot 


Commander Peary himself. Peary’s case would have been stronger had 
he himself been more temperate.

HE MEETS HIS DEATH 


Fred T. Akridge, 
Years Old, Is 
and Killed. 


Fred T. Akridge, 19 years old, Was 
}shot and killed accidentally while 
exchanging pistols with a companion at 
the corner of Simpson street and the 
L, & N. railroad yesterday, afternoon 
at 2 o’elock.

lem—a REMEDY, let us call it. 

Personally I do not deem it worth 
while to deal with the ethics of this 
great question at this time. This is a 
point over which man has disputed 
for centuries and over which there will 
continue to be differences of opinion 
until the end of time. 

For this reason let us immediately 
get down to the meat of this much- 
mooted question—to its final analysis. 

Remember, I make no claim that 
whisky is either injurious or benefictal 
to the human family. Are, or are not, 
one set of men going to continue to 
drink it despite the admonishment and 
prayers of another set who do not im- 
bibe? This is the question. I say 
they are. Now some will challenge 
this statement by asking, “But does 
that make it right?” It would be 
equally senseless to retort, “Does it 
prove that it is wrong?” 

The medical fraternity agree that 
cancer is bad, agree, too, that con- 
sumption ts yearly killing thousands. 
But the doctors do‘not say to the 
afflicted, ‘‘These diseases are bad—you 
should not have them.” On the con- 
trary. through scientific research and 
studious endeavor, they are trying to 
“treat” them successfully—patiently 
seeking a remedy. 

This whisky question is, after a 
fashion. analogous to the above illus- 
tration, and so for argument’s sake, 
let us grant that it is a disease. Is 
any good result to be accomplished 
ultimately by the non-drinkers con- 
tinually haranging the drinkers with, 
“Tt’s bad—it’s bad—you must not,” and 
finally, by force of law, say, “You 
shall not?” Convince the average man 
that the course he is pursuing is work- 
ing him great harm, let such a truth 
sink deep into his heart and he will 
take heed and change his tactics in 
most instances. But say to him sim- 
ply, “You shall not” and you arouse in 
him resentment and antagonism to 
vour assertion that flares into action. 
This: is the primal instinct of man, 

One set of men in Georgia have en- 
acted a law and said to their brothers, 
““oy shall not.” Why? Well, say 
they, because we know whisky is bad 
for you—we don’t approve of it, there- 
fore we deem it best that you be de- 
prived of the opportunity to obtain it, 
regardless of what you may or may 
not think. We are in the majority, so 
far as making the laws is concerned, 
and with us “might is right’—all you 
have to do, and must do, is obey us. 
“Do as we say,” and here it can he 
added with truth in many thousand 
case, “But not as we do.” 

Prohibition is a proved failure, and 
the'truth of this assertion does not nec- 
essarily have to be based on the expe- 
riences of the southern states. New 
England tried it for fifty years and 
gave up a few. years ago in disgust and 
returned to local option. 

I have visited every southern state 
that has enacted prohibition laws in 
the last two years, and find that few, 
if any, actually respect the law. In 
cities like Savannah, Mobile and Mem- 
phis the law is made a farce and laugh- 
ing stock. People jest about it con- 
stantly. with the result that disrespect 
is engendered in the hearts of the ma- 
jority, particularly among the younger 
element. Right or wrong this fs a 
cold fact. I have yet to visit a town 
of anv size where it was impossible to 
obtain whisky in any desired quantity; 
in fact, where it was other than easy 
to get it. 

J contend that whisky, be its use and 
influence, good or bad, is with us to 
stay, so why not seriously endeavor to 
control it—-to regulate in some equi- 
table manner its manufacture and sale, 
so that the city, county, state and na- 
tional governments will derive there- 
from a large and much needed revenue? 
At the same time this method would 
eliminate the disrespect for law and 
order that is admittedly so prevalent at 
present. 

It is my candid opinion; In fact, it is 
my earnest hope, that the standing bar 
is gone forever. To its baneful influ- 
ence and-the custom of treating to 
which It gave birth. can be directly 
traced much that was bad under the 
old regime. Now I suggest the follow- 
ing remedy that order may come out 
of chaos, that man may deal fairly and 
honestly with his fellowman, and that 
a condition of strife and hurtful com- 
mercial agitation may cease. 

Legalize and permit a “package 
house’’—one to each 2,500 to 5,000 popu- 
lation. Make the license fee $2,000 to 
$3,000. Predicate favorable action in 
the granting of a license on the applii- 
cant’s previous good record. Stipulate 
that business hours are from sunup 
till sunset, only sealed packages hold- 
ing one quart or more to be dispensed 
and nothing to be drunk upon the prem- 
ises. Put holder of license under heavy 
bond strictly to observe the law and 
regulations, and make a violation of 
any one serve to forfeit this license 
without redress. 

Either this plan or one similar, in 
my opinion, will have to be adopted 
or disregard and disrespect for the law 
will continue. Theorize and protest all 
you please, condemn whisky till the 
cows come home, say to your fellow- 
man he cannot, must not and shall not 
drink intoxicating liquors, hide it from 
him, prohibit its manufacture and sale 
by law, but make up your mind you 
eannot choke it off. Regulate it you 
can—prohibit it you cannot.

State Schoo] Commissioner Jere M. 
Pound has just written a letter to @ 
certain northern publication, giving 
some valuable statistics on the respec- 
tive amounts given by Georgia for the 
education of the white and black races, 
It shows that Georgia is giving four 
times as much for negro educafion as 
it receives from negroes for edvuee- 
tional purposes. 

The letter was inspired by the at- 
tack that southern states are taking 
money paid in by the negroes and de- 
voting it to the education of white 
children and leaving to northern phi- 
lanthropists the education of the 
blacks. 

The facts in the case, so far as Geor~ 
gia is concerned, are given by Profes-~ 
sor Pound. He shows that the total 
receipts from all sources for publie 
education in 1908 amounted to $3,786,-~ 
830.70. It may be roughly stated that 
two-thirds of this amount goes to pay 
the salaries of teachers. White teach- 
ers in white schools received $2,289,- 
258.12. Negro teachers in negro 
schools received $497,269.39. 

To determine what proportion of this 
money paid out by the state and the 
various counties of Georgia for negro 
education, reference was had to the 
tax books. The value of property 
owned by negroes in 1908 returned for 
taxation in Georgia was $87,042,672. If 
every dollar of this property paid 
taxes at the rate of 5 mills it would 
mean that the state secured from this 
source $135,213.36 for all state pur- 
poses—education and everything else. 
The receipts from poll taxes paid by 
negroes amounted to $75,000 in 1908, 
making a total of $123,676 for educa- 
tion. 

The actual proportton of taxes paid 
by negroes for educational purposes 
under the state apportionment, which 
sets aside a tax of 1.8 mills for educa- 
tion, was $48.676. In other words, 
four times as much was paid out by 
veorgia for negro education as was 
received from negro taxpayers for that 
purpose. With the proceeds from poll 
tax eliminated, and the money from 
this source is decreasing, the propor- 
tion would be 10 to 1. 

But this is not all. In addition to 
the money given to common school 
education, the state pays out other 
moneys for negro education as followa:

father of I-took-a-shoo, a very intelli- 
gent man, who was in the party of Es- 
kimos that came back from Dr. Cook 
from the northern end of Nansen’s 
Strait, who is familiar as a hunter with 
the Jones Sound region, and who has 
been in Commander Peary’s various 
expeditions for some fifteen years, 
came in and indicated the same locali- 
ties and details as the two boys. 

Then the first boy was brought in 
again, and with a pencil he traced on 
the map their route, members of our 
party writing upon the chart where, | 
according to the boy’s statement, they | 
had killed deer, bear, some of their 
dogs, seal, walrus and musk-oxen. 

The second boy was then called in 
and the two went over the chart to- 
gether, the second boy suggesting some 
changes as noted hereafter.

Finally, Panikpah, the father, 
again called in to verify details of the 
portions of the route with which he 
was personally familiar.

Many States Represented 
at Albany Meeting. 


Feature of Tuesday Morning’s 
Session Was Address by Pres. 
Wight---Trip of Inspection Is 
Planned for Delegates. 


Albany, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)— 
The eighth annual convention of the 
National Nut Growers’ Association met 
here this morning at 9 o’clock, with 
delegates attending from a number of 


‘states in all parts of the country. The 


convention will last three days. 

The feature of ,the morning session, 
which was held in*the city hall, was 
the annual address of President J. S. 
Wright, of Cairo, Ga., who reviewed the 
growth of the association since the 
first meeting for organization in Al- 
bany, eight years ago, when half a 
dozen men interested in the culture 
of pecans laid the foundation of the 
present national association. 

President Wight stressed the fact 
that the pecan and most of 
the other nut growers of the country 
have the whole world for a market, 
and that American grown nuts, partic- 
ularly pecans, should find ready sale 
wherever ships and railway lines reach.

Chicago, October 12.—The state food 
commission yesterday started a cru- 
sade against dealers deceiving the pub- 
lic with artificially colored and smoked 
fish, hams, bacon, sausage and other 
edibies. ‘ 

The investigators had their attention 
attracted to the cheap prices at which 
smoked salmon was offered. 

Examination showed that most of 
the “salmon” in the market was carp 
from the Fox river and other near-by 
streams. They were first given a bath 
of pink paint and then subjected to 
treatment in “liquid smoke.” The in- 
gredients of these are not classed as 
deadly poison, but are recognized as 
having “accumulative effect,” meaning 
that constant consumption will pro- 
duce death.
